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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1. The Amendment filed on June 3, 2005 has been received and entered. Claims 1-6 have 
been cancelled. Claims 7-8 have been newly added. Therefore, claims 7-8 are now pending. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 7, line 1 1 ; the 
claimed recitation of "even message" should be changed to - - event message --. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim 8 is dependent on claim 7, and therefore carries the same deficiency. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nichols (U.S.

As to claim 7, Nichols discloses a distributed system comprising: 

a first network to which at least one device for performing periodically sending or 

receiving of a message is connected (See Nichols column 3, lines 12-18); 

a second network to which at least one device for performing the sending or receiving of 

a message in response to an event or demand is connected (See Nichols column 3, lines 19-25); 

and 

a gateway connected to said first and second networks, said gateway having periodical 
message receiving means for receiving messages which said first network sends periodically, 
first memory means for storing the message received by said periodical message receiving 
means, message value change detecting means for detecting the change of the value of the data 
included in the message stored in said memory means, and event message sending means for 
producing a message from the data stored in said memory means when said- message value 
change detecting means detects a change of the value of the data, and for delivering the produced 
message to said second network (See Nichols column 3, lines 26-67, also see Nichols column 5, 
lines 1-43); 

wherein said at least one device connected to said first network for performing 
periodically the sending or receiving messages is an engine controlling device or an ACC control 
unit, and said device for performing sending or receiving of messages in response to an event or 
demand is a navigation system or an internet terminal (See Nichols column 4, lines 9-59). 
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As to claim 8, Nichols discloses wherein said gateway further comprising event message 
receiving means for receiving an event message delivered on to one network in response to an 
event or demand for reading in data (See Nichols column ); 

second memory means for storing data of said event message, and periodical message 
sending means for delivering periodically the data stored in said memory means as a message on 
a different network (See Nichols column 4, lines 9-59). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 7-8 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
